PACIFIC CABLE. 

Canada Warmly Complimented on What She 
Has Done to Promote This Project. 

London, Feb. 21. — The Morninf; Poat 
will Ray to-morrow : " If Ornat Hritain 
and Auatralia have tiono nothing prautical 
towards securin;; the Paoifio cable, Canad a 
has more than fulfilled the task she under- 
took. She virtually has solved the problem 
whether It shall be a government concern or 
be left In the bands of a compiiny. 
Mr. Sanford Fleming's weighty mem- 
oranda show the conaciontious man- 
ner in whioh Canada has carried out 
her trust to the letter. There is every rea- 
son to make li"annlri^ ialand tlio first Btation. 
The adoption of Uird mid Nuckar ialnnda 
would bo an error that might lead to aorioua 
conaiquencea. If Mr. Flominp can prcivo to 
the commiBaion which, it is understood, will 
meetiu Ivondon, that the Imperial guaran- 
tee will not incroaao the demands upon the 
British oxchc(|Uor and that the Auitralian 
coloniea will bo ready and willing 
to contribute their ahares, ho will have done 
a groat wnrk, wliioh ahould place him in the 
front rank of colonial stuloamon." The Post 
attacks the Australasian colonies for trying 
to impreaa on the Mother Country the im- 
portance of a connecting link for the benefit 
of the empire and then hesitating to perform 
their share.

Dennnclation of the Cleveland Adminlstra- 
tlon for Its Course in Hawaii, 

Detroit, Fob. lil. — The Ropublicun statu 
convention to-day nominated Judge J. li. 
Moore, of Lftpeer, for Associate Juatioo of 
the Supreme court of Michigan on' the 
seventh balloti. One of the roaolnllons re- 
ported by tho committee on resolutions 
isasfollcwa: "That wo denounce tho un- 
patriotic and un-American action of the 
Clovoland adininiatratton regarding the 
young republic of Hawaii, the cowardly act 
of hauling down tho Amorioan flag, and its 
arrogant diercgaril of publio sentiment in 
this country relating thereto." 



IMPIBIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Sir Henry James' Motion of Want of 
Confidence Defeated in the 
Comtnons. 



The Indian Cotton Daties the Bone of 
Cohtentioa— The GoTernment 
Alarmed- 



LoNDON, Feb, 21. — In the Houao of Com- 
mons this evening Under Colonial Secretary 
Buxton refuBod for the present to furniaii 
the honse with doouments in regard to tho 
reoenb crisis in Newfoundland. 

Under Sooretary Gray elated thot the gov- 
oi'omenb had sounded tho powers, inoluding 
tho United States, in regard tb bringing 
about peace between China ond Japan ond 
bad received favorable replies. 

Sir Henry James then called up his motion 
regarding the India cotton daties and re- 
viewed tho history of the Indian tariffs. 
Mr. lUlfour was not present. 

Right Hon. E. J. Gosohen, chancellor of 
the exchequer in tho last Salisbury OAblnet, 
advised the house to thiak twice what effact 
tho decision about to bo made would havo in 
India. Ho folt, ho aaid, that there had not 
been sulliciont oo oporalioa botwoen India 
and tho homo government. The debate 
ought to bo followed by an earnoat and por- 
slatent effort to bring tho Linoaahiro and 
Indian opiniona oloaor. If tho differenca 
was only one of tfiriffa a compromlae cer- 
tainly would bo obtained. 

Sir William Harcourt, ohanoollor of the 
exchequer, said tho government would not 
hesitate for a moment to support tho deci- 
aitfu rf(niired by tho boat inloroata of India, 
rcgardluaa of tho effect upon the Liberal 
party. Ho could only regret that the house 
had been forced in this matter to consider 
E> motion rendering ueoossary what must 
aBsumo the character of a party vote. The 
government wore ready to meat the Isauo 
fairly and squarely, and without delay. If 
defeated they would feel that there was no 
caaac for which they could fall more wor- 
thily. It would bo ut fortunate, however, if 
the vote shonld leave on the minds of tho 
pooplo of India the Isating impression that 
they could not hope for jaatioo from Eng- 
land. 

The cabinot met this morning to oonsider 
Sir Henry James' intended motion to ad- 
journ the HouBO of Commons so as to direct 
attention to the Indian cotton duties. All 
ths'members were present. Ibis oonosded 
that'' if Balfour epesks strongly In favor of 
the motion the ministry will oi overthrown. 
Balfonr is suffering from a slight attack of 
lofliienza, and it is poaaible he may not ap- 
pear In tho houae. Liberal newspapers de- 
noanco the attitnde of the Conserratlves In 
giving preference to local trade Interests 
over those of the Empire by anpportlng a 
motion which, if auocesafui, will mean the 
binkruptoy of India. The bi-metallista are 
in favor of James' bill on the ground that 
tl-f^ finances of India will be improved by 
changes In the currency. 

The Conservative newspapers are jubilant 
over the difHoultles which confront tho min- 
istry, bat arc unanimoua in deprecating suoh 
action as will saoriGoo tho Interest! of India 
to thoae of one English county. Tho 
cabinet meeting lasted an hour and a half. 

In some quarters tho opinion ia that tha 
government will resign at once if defeated on 
tho issue of cotton duties. Probably the 
limits to which the goTornmenb will go with 
a view of retaining tho votea of the Lan- 
cashire Liberals will be decided at a cabinot 
meeting to-morrow. 

The Daily Chronicle dlaouaaea Henry 
James' motion In a loader hoadod : " The 
government in danger ; a poaaible diaaoln- 
tion." The writer aaya : " Mr. Balfour, 
who at first waa dlBinolinod to challenge a 
division on the ootton duties issue has, it is 
said, been iuiluenocd by Mr. Chamberlain to 
try to throw the government on any isaue 
whatever. If the Tories, under tho leader- 
ship of Mr. Balfour, choose to adopt this 
policy of alarm and panic stricken selfish- 
ness, by all moans let them oome into ofTico 
on the mosb Inglorious policy with which a 
great English party was ever identified." 

In the division Sir Jenry James' motion 
was defeated by a vote of 304 to 100. 



LI HUNG CHANG. 



He Is Said to Be Plottine to Overthrow the 
Mancha Dynasty. 

LoNTioN, Fob, 21. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai says it is poBitively asserted that 
tho journey of Li Hung Chang to Fekin la 
intended to give him a ohanoe to acoomplish 
what he has long sought;, tho overthrow of 
tho present Manchu dynaBty in Clilna. It 
ia atatod that he has boon leagued with ofU- 
clals of the palace In Peking for the over- 
throw of the dynasty over since he was de- 
prived of his yellow jiokoc and peacock 
foather. 

All tho foreign oHioors who fouphb againet 
tho Jupancao at Woi-Hai-Woi, except John 
Wild tho American who violated hia oath 
to help China, have orrivcd at Cliefoo on 
parole. Home of tho Chineao torpedo boata 
at Wei llai Woi havo deserted to the en- 
emy, their crows having mutinied, and tho 
aoldiore on tho ialand refused to fight. 

An cflioial diopatch received at Yoko 
hama states that tho Chineao attacked tho 
Japaneeo forooa ab Kumachang, Manchuria, 
on Sunday last, bub wore repulsed with the 
loBB cf thirty killed, Tho Japaneao sus- 
tained no loBS. Prisoners who wore taken 
by tho Japanese state that a force nf ,S,000 
foot soldiers with eight guns and ,SOU horoo- 
men under Gen. Sneung woro sent from 
LsBoyang to attack Kamachaug. Tho assail- 
ants wore the vanguard of this force. They 
numbered 1,000 foot soldiers and 300 horso. 

An Imperial decree has been issued order- 
ing that KuDg, es-taotai of Port Arthur, 
and Gen. Yeb Chi Oao, who were tried by 
the board of pnnisbment, be oondemned to 
prison until autumn, when they are to bo 
executed for losing Port Arthur bo the 
Japanese. 

A hill has been prosontod in tho Japanoae 
parliament for a froah appropriation of 100,- 
000,000 yen on account of tho war. Should 
it bo voted, tho total war appropriation will 
bo 2,')0,000,000 yen. 

Reports from Formosa state that dlaturl 
ancos on tho ialand are increasing, and 
that morohanta arp alarmed and are leaving 

A dispatch bo the Central News from 
Tokio, aaya Fiold Marshal Oy»ma reports 
under date of February 18th, that none of

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Sir OUver Vowat Likely to Take the 
Lead of the Ehfflish Speaklne 
Liberals. 



London, Feb. 21. — A cable from Auok; 
land. New Zealand, announces the arrival 
of a vessel from Samoa whioh says it is 
rumored there thab German warships will 
arrive during May to snbjngate and disarm 
the natives. The Germans, it is further 
said, will then exercise sole control over the 
ialande. Tho rumor Is given consular 
authority. 

The latest Intelligence from Moosh of the 
proceedings of bbe oommisslon Inquiring 
Into the outrages In Armenia has made a 
deep Impreaslon upon the Turkish authori- 
ties at Conatantinopio, Witneasce recently 
examined gave evidence generally reflecting 
upon the oflSoiils in Armenia, five witnesses 
testifying thab they saw bhe mauaore of 
children. , 

The !;;overnmenb forces nnder command of 
Gen. Puizon have defeated the rebels at 
Santa Rosa, in the state of Cnndina Marcia, 
Colombia. The rebel generals Valderman 
and Gomez were mortally wounded, and 
two hundred prisoners were taken by the 
government forces. Order baa been restored 
in the department of Boyaca. Gen. Reys 
has arrived at Carthagena with a flotilla. 
The Isthmni Is peacefuL 

A dispatch from the Times to Berlin says 
that at yesterday's sitting of the economic 
reform association a resolution waa adopted 
declaring thab the commercial treaty of 
1828 between Prassia and the United States, 
and the other treaties of the United States 
with the various German states were nob 
binding on the empire, whioh in fnturo 
treaties must take preoantioas to safe^nard 
its interests. Connb von Oanltz delivered a 
philippic against the 'United States, whioh 
be described as the most nnaompnlons of all 
nations toward other countries. 

The bill to repeal the anti-Jesuit law 
law paased tho relohstag yesterday amid 
cheers from tho Catholic party. Tlie Con- 
servotlvofl, tho members of tho Roiohspartle 
and tho National Liberals voted against the 
roaolulion. It ia nob expected, however, 
that it will become a l»w, as tho bundos- 
rath, whioh haa horot(,fara always rofuaod 
to consent to repeal tho lawa, is nob ex- 
pected to sanction tho resolution. The hill 
for tho expulsion of tho order from Ger- 
many was passed by tho relohstag on Juno 
19, 1872, by a vote of 131 to 93, and was 
promulgated on July 5. The supporters of 
the measure based thoir advocooy of it on 
the petition of tho Jesuits on behalf of papal 
supremacy. 

A diopatch to the Times from Cairo saya : 
Tho menacing aapsct of aSairs in Alexandria 
continues to occupy public attention. 
Throata of vengeanoe are freely uttered. 
Tho recent chaDgo of tho garriaon ia consid- 
ered to favor tho chances of public disturb- 
ance, while the largo influx of Badouins in 
,the ontskirts of tho city during tho last fow 
weeks is a disquietlDg feature. All thoso 
symptoms recall thoso that heralded tho 
massacres in 1882. For some time one of 
the khedlve's proteges, whose patriotism 
has been stimulated by dismissal from tho 
government aorvioo, haa been busy among 
tho Bsdouins, distributing tho kbedival 
largesse and recruiting a bodyguard for tho 
khedlve's person. That the dangeroua agi- 
tation has been artfully provoked is evident 
from tho contrast Alexandria presents to the 
complete tranquility and contentment pre- 
vailing throughout the rest of Egypt since 
the formation of the ministry of Nubar 
Pasha. 

WEST AFRICAN TROUBLES-

LivERrooL, Feb. 21. — Mail dospatohos 
from West Africa givo details of tho native 
raid on tho Royal Niger Company's head- 
quarters at Akaasa lasb month. Tho natives 
captured Mr. Wyso, chief of tho com- 
pany's printing worka, and took him to 
Nimbia, where they beheaded him. It ia 
liulioved that a largo number of the com- 
pany's native employes were killed or cap- 
tured, lb Is understood thab a British ad- 
vuuoo upon Nimbia is imminent. 

' Tlirenlcnlne llovn ElGinonHCratlonSal 
Pakis, Fob. 21.— Tho lasb moll from 
Madagascar eays that 4,500 Hovas and other 
nrtives were menacing Diego Suaroz, at tho 
north extremity of tho island. The neigh- 
borhood has boon almost denuded of troops 
I for the campaign in the Interior.

the acting was not ao good. Of the other 
perfor.-nera tho acting was fairly Rood and 
the gestures not objectionably awkward, ex- 
cept when the company wore passing 
throngh the acute stages of hysteria, oon- 
tracted in tho ante room bcforo tho first act. 
Alisa Warren in the role ol Dorothy did not 
ahow the slightest trace of nervousness. 
Xhia pretty little lady won the hearts of the 
andionce from the rise of tho curtain, her 
singing was the troat of the evening, her 
acting very good, her stage presence credi- 
table in Qomparlson with that of the fairest 
ladlea on the professional operatio stage. 
Mra. BIddeit sang very sweetly. The men

The total rain- 
fall for January amounted bo 5.C68 inches, 
divided aa follows; First week, 0.121 
Inches ; second week. 5 547 Inches ; ond 
during the last two weeks there was but a 
trace of molsturo on throe days.

Inches ; second week, none ; third woek, 
6.00 inches ; and a trace during tho last 
week, making a total deposition of moist- 
ure for the month of 6668 inchos. For 
the first two weeks of February rain hai 
fallen upon six days, all in the first weok, a 
total of 0.712 inches, theieoond week being 
very fine — bright days with froat at nights. 

The greatest rainfall occurred on January 
9 and 10, when tho gaugo registered 2.197 
inohes for twenty four hours, and this has 
been the heaviest recorded daring the fall 
or winter months.

SDPFEIUNGS OF ARMENIANS. 

The Crime at Sassoun the Sensational Climax 
of Innumerable acts of Outrage. 

(From the Review o( Rovlowa.) 

Not only as to the primary faot chat there 
haa been a frightful masaaore of Armenian 
Christians by Kurdish cavalry and rogu'ar 
Turkish infantry regiments stationed In 
Armenia, bat also as to the Immensity of the 
mssaaore and the horrible atrooitles 
accompanying lb, we have reoeived 
information which mora than con- 
firms that which was publishod in 
this magazine last month. Instead of five 
or six thousand victims it seems to bo more 
probable that the number exceeded ten 
thousand, and may not have fallen far short 
of twenty thousand. Information has also 
come from sources upon which we rely Im- 
plicitly to the effect that the dead were 
gathered In great heaps, covered over with 
tho branches of trees and tDflammable ma- 
terials, wbioh were then saturated with 
petroleum and consumed as vast funeral 
pyreE, in order to remove ao far as possible, 
all traces of th^ fiendish bualheas. 

Oar reader! mnat bear in mind the re- 
moteneii from railway and telegraph linea 
of the regions thus devastated, and the cer- 
tainly that the snows and storms of a harsh 
winter must Intervene before even the first 
prscciaal steps towards an official Investlga- 
tioD could be taken. Meaawhilo, there is a 
peculiar effrontery In the oonduot of certain 
personages who have come forward as 
champions of the Sultan, and whose 
rather Inconsistent arguments, taken as a 
whole, have attempted to show first, that 
there was no mastaor? at all and that the 
reports are only lying rumors : seoond, that 
the Armenians are suoh pestiferous fellows 
and snoh anarchical revolutionists that 
mtsaaorlng is almost too good for 
bhem ; third, that tho Armenian farm- 
ers were the aggressors and had as- 
saulted the Kurdish and Turkish mili- 
tary foroos with such ferocity that the 
troops were obliged In solf-defenoe to sao- 
rifise a few lives ; fourth, that whatever 
maisaore there may have been has simply 
grown cut of the traditional discord be- 
tween the Kurds of the mountains and the 
Armenians of the valleys, and finally, that 
the Grand Tark at Constantinople Is In no 
esse responsible, and can be relied npon to 
render full justice. 

It is unfortunate for their own reputa- 
tion) that gentlemen who have been some- 
what odniploaously the reclpienta of favors 
from the Sultan and the Turkish authori- 
ties (boold' come forward ao promptly to as- 
sara us that there ii nothing In the itery 
of the Armenian outrages. The faot that 
these gentlemen have at one time or an- 
other In their careers received pleaiant 
treatment on the European side of the 
Boaphorai by no means makea them aathor- 
Itiea upon the affaira of Armenia, a distant 
region wbloh they had never visited. For 
several yeara the poaltlon of the Armenians 
has been growing constantly more Intoler- 
able. The colossal crime at Sassoun Is 
merely the sensational climax of innumer- 
able acts of outrage, oppression and blood- 
ihed — acta which had boon ret^nlarly re- 
ported to the Sultan without any resulting 
reforms.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of the Be« 
ceipt of its Revenue for tho Year 
1895. 

WiiEHEAS by virtue ot tho Municipal Aot, 
1892, and Amending Acts, every .niinlolpallty 
may under tho condilionfl contained therein, 
borrow from any person Buoh Bum of money 
not oxccodlrg, however, an amount equal to 
Boventy-flve per cent, of tho amounttt taxes 
coUeotod during the previous year (1891) of the 
Bum that was levied that year by a general 
rato upon land, improyenients or retd prop, 
orty In the munlolpallty, and bearing snob rate 
of intorost as may be requisite, to meet the 
current legal expendltnre of the Corporation, 
which- beoomes payable ont of the annual 
revenue before the revenue for the year be- 
comes payable by tho tax payers ; 

And wberbas soventy-llve per cent, of the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, oollooted daring tho year 1881, ot 
tho sum that was levied that year by a general 
rato upon land, improvomontsorroal property, 
waa ¥121,330.13 ; 

And \vnKRKA3 to moot the current legal ox. 
pondlturo of the Corporation ot tho City ot 
Victoria tor the year 1895, payable out of the 
annual revenue, before Buoh revenue for suoh 
yoar becomes payable by the tax tttyers. It la 
requisite: for tho said Corporatiaa to borrow 
thO'Bum of $120,000; 

TnKRKtroRE tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City ot Victoria enacts aa 
follow:si 

Seo. I. It^iall be lawful for the OorporaUon 
ofUieCltyot TlctorIa,l>7 the Mayo* and the 
Flnanoe Committee thereof, to botnw npon 
the credit of the said Corporation from any 
person or persons, firm or firms, conx>ratlon or 
corporations who may bo willing to advance 
the same, the sum of $120,100, in such amonnta 
and at Buch llmoB assubjoot aa horolnaftor pro- 
vided the Bame may in ilio opinion of the 
Mayor and tho Finance Committee of the 
Connoll be required, bearing interest at a 
rate not exoeetUog Ave per centum per annnm. 

Bee, S. Tho money so borrowed shall be ex- 
ponded in defraying the current legal expensca 
of the said Corporation far the yoar 1895, and 
shall, togeth3r with tho interest thereon, bo 
ro-payable and repaid to the lender or londors 
thereof, on or before the Slat day ot Deoember, 
1895, ont of the mnnlolpal revenue for the said 
year. 

Bee 3, The amount so borrowed and interest 
thereon shall be a liability of the said Corpora* 
tlon payable ont o( the municipal revenue for 

current year 1895, and tho form ot obligation to 
bo given 03 acknowlodgmont of such liability 
shall bo a promissory note or notas to tho said 
lender or lenders asthesuma may bo required, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho PlnancoCommlttoe 
and tho Clork of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing the sosl of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall bo mado payable on or be- 
foro tho 3lBt December, 1835, and shall contain 
a clauBO that tho liability ot the said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notes 
shaU bo a liability payable out of tho municipal 
revenue for the current yoar 1895. 

Seo. 1. In tho construction of this By-law tho 
expressions "Land" and "Improvomonts," 
and " Itoal Property," shall havo roepoolivcly 
tho meaning glvou to them In tho Municipal 
Act, 1882, and amendments theroto. 

Seo. 5. This Bylaw may bo cited aa tho "An. 
nual Loan Bylaw, 189&." 

Passed the Municipal Council tho 91th day 
of January, 1895. 

Reconsidered, adopted, and finally passed by 
the Council tho 28th day of January, 1895.

Xnterestintr Findint; of the DiviBioual 
Court Sustaiuliigr the Planta 
Appeal- 



Mr. Justice Crease Administers a Se- 
vere Lesson On the Defereuee 
Doe tbe Bench. 



In the DivUloDuI court yesterday, Mr. 
Jttstioo Walkem and Mc. Joatioa Drake de- 
termined the appeal In the caae of Attorney- 
Genoral of Brittth Colambla v. Joaeph 
PhyrB Planta, T. R. E Molnnea, W. W. B. 
Mclnces and Colin Cikinpbell MoKonzle. 
IbedefendantFlanta waa offioial adnniaiatra- 
tor of the oounty court dietriabof Nanaimo; the 
defendant MaK«Dzie Is the aaaiKoee named 
in a traat deed dated the 15th of Jannary, 
JS95, executed by Planta for the benefit of 
hla creciitora ; the other dafendanta are the 
Bolicitora for tbo aeaiKQoo. 

This was an appaal Co tbe Divisional court, 
(Mr. Juatico VValkom and Mr. Juaiioo 
Druke) againab an order of Mr. Jmtioo 
Creaao made tbo 25'.b of January, 1895, ap- 
pointing Marsball Bray of Nikbaimo, B. C., 
reooivor of tho eatato of the defendant 
Planta, and restraining the other dofond- 
anta from in any way interfering; alao from 
an order of Mr, Jaatioa Creaao dated tho 
4Dh of February, 1805, refusing to sot aeide 
the previous order. Argument waa beard 
on the 14 h of February, 1895, Mr. A L. 
Belyeu appoarinK for tho appellant, and Mr. 
E. V. Bodwell for the roepondont. 

Jndgment waa delivered yesterday allow- 
ing the appeal and roscindlog the orders ap- 
pealed against, with ooata. The ro^aona fur 
judgment of Mr. Justice Drake in which 
Mr. Justice VYulkem concurred, are as fol 
lows: 

'* Appeal by C. C. McKeczie, assignee of 
Planta estate, u^ainet an order of Mr 
Jnatioe Creaae appointing Mr, Bray receiv 
er, and granting an Injanotion to restrain 
any intermeddling wttti Planta'a estate. 

V Planta waa appointed ofiSotal adminta 
trator, ander the ofSolal admlniatrators 
act, for Nanaimo dlatriot. Under that act 
he haa to take oharge of all intestate estates 
and to pay prooeeda into tho treaiary. It 
is stated thub he haa reoeived moiieya In 
snch oapaoity and that there ia a shortage 
in the aocounte. It is further alleged that a 
warrant haa boon issued for hia apprebon 
slon on a chargI^ of mleappropriating pabllu 
funds. 

" On tho 15th January, while the inves- 
tigation into his oouducQ waa in progress ho 
executed an aaaignment of all bis property 
to C. C. McKeLzle upon trust for hla ored- 
itora, and then he abaconded. 

" On the 25'.h of January tbia action waa 
oommenoed for an account and for an in- 
junction and for a receiver. On that day 
an injunction waa granted and a receiver 
appointed upon an ex parte application. 
On the Slab of January a motion waa made 
on behalf of all defendants but Planta to 
dissolve tbe injunction and to roaolnd tho 
appointment nt a receiver, which waa hoard 
on the 4.h of February and rofueed, 

" The afSduvita produced In tbo applica- 
tion to disaolve the Injunction were chiefly 
directed to the solvency of McKenzie and 
hla fitness for tho position of assignee. The 
only affidavit which had a reference to Mo- 
Kenzie'a act waa that of Mr. Bodwell, which 
indicated an intention on the part of the 
aaalgnee to force a apeedy realization of the 
aaieta. With reapeoc to this I foil to see 
the neoessity of Che undue baste. The 
estate ahonld bo realized to tbe beat advan- 
tage and not sacrificed, and Planta, as well 
as the creditora, has a right to interfere if 
an osaignee acts improperly. 

"A reoeiver appointed before the creditor 
has anbstantlated his claim requires very 
strong evidence of improper oonduot on the 
part of the person holding the legal estate, 
and is hardly ever appointed exoept upon m o- 
tion, nnless the delay would oaose almost ir- 
retrievable injarywblohia not apparentln the 
preaeat oasd. The orown have a priority in 
payment of tbe debta doe by a anbjecC, but 
I do not think the Crown is entitled to pre- 
vent the realization of the estate pending an 
aaoortainment of the amount aotually due. 
In my opinion the aaaignment by Planta, as 
soon as tbe requirements of the act of Cap. 
9, 1894, have been complied with, Is Irrevo- 
cable, whether or nob Planta is solvent. 
Tbo aot ia not limited to doeds exeouted by 
porsona in inaolvent ciroumatances. In my 
opinion tbe order of tbe learned jndge should 
bo disoharged, but the aaaigneo is not to sell 
or diapoBO of tho property until after tho 
mcoticg of creditora aa provided by section 
6 of the not. CostJ of tho appeal to bo the 
defendant McKeoze's conla in any event; 
tbo other defondanta are not parties to this 
appeal, ond theroforo thoy hiivti no coots.

A Niniiimo apoci^il of yeatorday to the 
Uoi.ONisT announoea thsit .Jiidgo Harrison 
ban committed J. P. Plantii to stand bis 
trial at the next court of competent juris- 
diction. The trial took an unexpected turn 
v/hon Mr. Planta appeared boloro Judge 
Huiriaou for trial summarily on tho chirge 
of misttpproprl(\tiDR Sl,l293 of the Humpkey 
eatttte fund. Ho informed tho court that he 
had made up bia mind to aak for a jury 
trial; this after consultation with bis attor* 
ney. Mr. Smith who appeared for tho 
Crown, waa williog that the oaae should go 
to the spring assizes and this was so ordered, 
Mr. Planta being released on giving bill in 
$2,000. 

T. K. E. Molnnes, W. B. Molnnea 
and Phil Ross, appeared before Magistrate 
Bate at Nanaimo yestcidiy afternoon, to 
answer to the oharge under aoa. 155 of the 
county court of having compounded a qui 
tarn oaae. The evidence of Mr, Planta, C. 
C. McKonzie and Job. Hopkins, was much 
tbe same aa given in the royal commission. 
Tbe Mclnnes brothers appeared in their 
own behalf and both entered the box. The 
onao waa taken into coDsidorution until 
Monday. 

ROBBERS fOUND (iUILTY. 

One of Them Thanks tbe Court for a Five 
Years' Sentence and (Jots Three 
Years Additional. 

Potor Nolaon and John Slmpaon, who 
with a companion named Murphy stood 
ohargod with having broken into the bonded 
warohouao at tbo outer wharf in the small 
houra of laat Sunday week, took a speedy 
trial yeaterday before Mr. Juacioe Creaae. 
Murphy preferred to wait till the aasizos, 
when he will have atill another charge of 
robbery to answer to. Mr. H. E. A. Court- 
ney appeared for the CrowDi tbe prUocers 
condnotiDg their own defenoe. They both 
pleaded "not guilty." Xhe trial, whiob 
laated nearly all day, attraoted many speo> 
tators, though there was nothing senaational 
in the evidence. 

Tbe stolen property took up quite a space 
on the floor inside tbo railing. It oODBiBtod 
«jf liquenrs, stout, brandy and canned sal.

& Co., L':d., identified the goods ; Thomas 
dparka told of findini; the warehouse broken 
open on tho morning of the robbery ; Mr, 
Scholefiald and oonatablos MoDonald and 
Mouatt completed tho list of witnoases. 
The evidence was almilac to that given at 
the preliminary bearing In tbe police court, 
tbe police atating bow thoy had discovered 
tbo stolen property In the cabin occupied by 
the priaoners, and saw by tho number of 
bottles emptied there bad evidently been 
some heavy drinking. 

When asked if be had anything to say, 
Nelson went into a long atoty of how he had 
spent tho afternoon before the robbery, 
stating that though ho bad been In company 
with Mucpby r>nd Simpson c>ll tbe Saturday 
afternoon, be had gone to bed by 11 o'clock 
that night and knew nothing of the robbery 
until be was arrested on Monday. He even 
claimed that he had not seen the bottles, 
but got oonaiderably tangled up In hie atory 
aa to time and place.

" Bring him back," ordered tho judge, 
and then ua Slmpaon faced the bench again 
Hia Lordahip aaid : 

" I ni:iko that man'a eontonco eight 
yeara." 

Simpaon did not aoom for a moment to 
undorsbund, bub when tho words were re- 
peated to him ho submitted to bo hand- 
cufTdd, and walked out in silence.

THE SESSJOy. 

The seBsion of the Legislature wbioh 
ended yesterday was remarkable both for 
tho amoant of real work done and the mild- 
ness and the reaeonableneBS with which 
qaesfeions of importance were diaonesed. 
No sensible person, we are sore, will grieve 
over the departure of the old and troublo- 
Bome carping and factions spirit, lb de- 
layed bueiness and generated ill-foeling and 
was productive of do compensating advan- 
tage. If, as now appears certain, the late 
Bsssion is the last of tlie Hon. Mr. Davie's 
political leadership, he lias good canse to 
look back upon it with pride and pleasure. 
He bad difficult work to do and 
be did it in such a way as not only to in- 
crease tho esteem in which be was hold by 
his friends and supporters, but to gain for 
him the respect of his opponents. 

Mr. Semlin has made an admirable leader 
of the Opposition. Ihongh always ready 
on proper occasions to assert) the rights of 
his followers and to oppose measures that 
were in hla opinion and in that of his party 
not oonduolvB to tho welfare of the Province, 
he made no captious objections, neither did 
he offer the Government a fiotioua opposi- 
tion. He was, besides, nniformly oonrteoos 
in his manner and moderate In the ezpres- 
slon of his opinions. 

Some of the legislation of the eosaion is 
important and nearly all of it ia useful. The 
Aob roepooting lands granted to tho Domin- 
ion Government deals with tho Railway 
Belt) and it will, we hope, have the effect of 
settling the disputes relative to the titles of 
those holding land in that belt and prevent 
others arlaing in tho future. If the new law 
haa this cfTeot it will bo ono of tho inoat im- 
portant and bonetioiul on tho statute book. 

It is ourncstly to bo hoped that the Act 
respecting the Canada Western Railway 
will give tho promoters of that great under- 
taking tho time and the opportunity they 
require to make tho preparations necessary 
6»-enablo them to go on with tho work and 
carry it out to completion. Tho people of 
all parts of the Province now roali/.o that a 
rsad tbrottgb its central section will bo of 
Immense benefit to its inhabitants, and 
prejudices against it are evidently fast dying 
oat. It is, we believe, safe to say that this 
Act will hcroaf Lor be oonaidorod by no means 
tho least important picco of loi^lelation 
of the past seasion. The Loan Act was re- 
qnired to enable the government to go on 
wltii tite development of the Provinoo. 
Britlsli Colombia has arrived at that stage 
of development that further progress is an 
absolute nocosaity. A narrow-minded, par- 
almoniouB policy would bo more dlaastrouo 
than even extravagance. But its atTiktrs are 
In safe hands, and it Is certain that every 
dollar of the money borrowed will bo judi- 
oionsly expended. 

It is becoming clearer and clearer 
every day that tho future prosperity of 
British Columbia depends in groat part on 
tho proper and timely development of its 
mineral resonroos. Its mineral wealth is 
far greater than its most) sanguine friends a 
few years ago imagined. lb was therefore 
wise in tho government to malce provision 
for tho establishment of a Bureau of Mines, 
When a beginning is onoe made it will be 
seen that such a Bareau is a neoeBBity,and we 



woald not be at all surprised to 'see 

it in a few years from this date 
one of the most higbly-prizad institutionB of 
the Province, A large number of the laws 
were amended, and ;io doubt Improved, dur- 
ing the session. It is to be regretted, how- 
ever, that one at least of the amendments to 
the Manlolpalities Aot was altowad to re> 
main until the session was so far advanced 
that there waa not time to givo it tho oon- 
Hlderation that its importanoe demanded. 
The amendment necessary to enable the 
City Counoii to ko on with the constrnotion 
of the aewera on tho looal improvement 
system was the one we allude to. The wel- 
fare of tho city reqaires that tho conatruc- 
tion of tho sewora ahould ro on vigorouely 
and continuously until they are oomploted. 
It Is to be feared that the failure to carry 
this amendment will put a stop to the con- 
strnotion of tho sewers for a time. 



BNQLISH FREE TRADE. 

Theijreat majarily of those who in these 
days and in this country talk about Kugllah 
free trade have but a hazy conception of 
what English free trade really is. They have 
heard that free trade has made England 
riob, and they jump to the conoluaion that it 
would, if it were adopted by our rulers, also 
make Canada rich. They forget that it hua 
not yet been proved that the trade policy 
which suits ono country under one set of 
circumstances will suit every other country, 
let its cironmstanoes be what thoy may, Tho 
zealoas advocates of free trade forget that 
countries have prospered nnder all sorts of 
fiscal systems, and they also Ignore the fact 
that free trade la no defence against 
commercial deproaaion. Hard times oomo 
to the freo trade country as well as to tho 
country In whioh the protective policy haa 
been established. Experience haa proved 
that no country, no matter what its trade 
policy may be, is exempt from vicissitudes 
in trade. 

Have those who hold that t'lnada would 
doariah nnder the British free trade policy 
ever considered how the British tariff and 
other modes of British taxation would suit 
this Dominion t If they would do so and 
were reasonable we are strongly of the 
opinion thoy would ccaec to dogmatiao on 
the subject. 

In the first place Great Britain raiaoa 
not mnoh more than a fourth of her 
revenue by the imposition of duties 
on Imports. That revenue was last year 
£81,017,476, or rather more than $400,'K)0,- 
000, Of this revenue £20,104,114, or In 
round numbers 5100,000.000, was from Cub- 
toma duties, and the §300.000,000, or £60,- 
85.3,262, was raised by direct taxation. 
Now, to begin with, how would it suit Can- 
ada to raise only one- fourth of its revenue 
by duties on Imparts and three-fourths by 
direct taxes of one kind and another ? It 
seems to us that the Canadian legislator! 
who sob about adopting the British taritr 
would at tho very outset of their task ba 
face to face with an obstacle which they 
would find to be Insuperable. It would be 
easy enoogh for them to raise $9,000,000 by 
the imposition of customs duties, although 
not in tho way it ia raised in England, 
but they would find it wholly impossible to 
raise S27,000,OOO by direct taxation. The 
people of Canada would not allow such a 
burden as this to be placed on their 
shoulders. Mr. Lanrier freely admits this 
impossibility. He talks about English free 
trade, bub when he contomplatea the dia- 
tinobive feature of British freo trade — one- 
fourth cuatoma duties, and three-fourths, 
direct taxes — he becomes appalled and says 
" it won't do ; it is Impossible." Why, 
then, does he continue co delude the people 
with the idea that ho proposes to give them 
free trade, and why do his followers aid him 
in spreading what they cannot but see is a 
delusion 1 

The commodity from whioh Great Britain 
gets more than half her customs revenue is 
tobacco. The tax on tobacco inoluding oigars 

amounts to the immense sum cf £10,312,124 
or more than §51,000,000. The population 
of Canada may be roughly estimated at one- 
eighth of that of the United Kingdom. 
Does anyone suppose that Sir Richard 
Cartwright w<)uld be able to wring out of 
the smokers and ohewers of tobaooo in this 
Dominion some $C.. 375, 000 a year? But this 
Is what English free trade would rc(|uire. 
By tho by, our contemporary, the Times, has 
declared that the money taken by tho gov 
ornment from the users of tobaooo by way of 
tax is stolen. What does It think of tho 
immense steal that the English tree trade, 
which it praises so highly, requires. 

The British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
levies a heavy tribute on the toa-drlnklng 
community. Tho very largo sum of £.3,49!), • 
S34, or nearly seventeen and a half milliona 
of doUarii, »aa paid Into the Britlah Treasury 
in the year ending March, 1804, aa duty on 
tea. This, if the British system of taxation 
were applied to Canada, would require about 
§2,200,000 a year to be raised on tea, which 
Is now perfectly free. Wo see by this that 
nearly fourteen millions of the twenty mil- 
liona of oustoms duties paid under the Eng- 
lish system is raised from tobacco and tea. 

Under the English free trade system £2,5,- 
24(i,SG0, or over $126,000,000, Is paid to the 
Imperial Government for licenses of differ- 
ent kinds. The death duties amount to 
several millions ; stamp duties aro estimat- 
ed at ovor fourteen milliona of pounda. It 
must be remembered that in the £60,853, 
262 Inland rBvenne are not includod the 
revenue from ths Post Office and Telegraph 
service. The whole revenue, these and other 
Items included. Is estimated at £94,175,000, 
and as Sir Vernon Harconrt is to have a 
surplus this yoar tho revenue for the current 
year will bo moro than this. 

Tho Engliah ayatem of free trade would 
require tho imposition of taxes similar to 
those we have named, with the addition of 
an inoome tax. This system suits England 
with its vast manufacturing population and 
Its host of mllllonairea and wealthy people 
of all drgrees ; bub how would it suit this 



country, the great bulk of whose population 

are working men and women wboso in- 
comes are small 7 This ia whore our free 
trade fellow countrymen make a mistake. 
They di not take into oonsideratloa the 
vastly different oironmstanoes of the two 
countries. 

Then they forget that the induBcries of 

Groat Britain are old and well establish- 
ed. In all of thnm, except agriculture, 
they can Hafoiy defy the competition of the 
world. But it is not so with Canadian in- 
dustries. Very many of them in their pre- 
sent condition would be killed by unrestrict- 
ed competition such as the industries of the 
Old Country want. Is it wise in Canadians 
to kill theno induatrica in their infancy ? — for 
many of them are in their infancy. Is it 
not rather to their interest to do what they 
can to encourage them ? The experiment 
ia being tried, as wo 'jollevo, with signal 
suoocBs, and ihe country, instead of being 
poorer for what lb has done for its indus- 
tries in, the coureo of tho last six- 
teen years or so, is muoh batter 
olT in every respect. The people of Canada 
will do well to consider calmly what it is 
that the Liberals propose to establish in 
place of the National Folioy, and whether it 
is suited to the olroumatanoes of this young 
country, whoao resources are yot to bo devel- 
oped, Tho matter ia ono of tho utmost im- 
portanoo and should be calmly and carefully 
considered by all who have the welfare of 
the country at heart. 

A HANDSOME TRIBUTE. 

Dlaouosing tho probability of tho Hon. 
Theodoro D.ivio bcitiR appointed to tho Chief 
Juaticeship, tho Nowa-Advertiaor, tho editor 
of whioh has been ono of Mr, Davie's most 
active politietl opponents, says : 

As regards the personal qaalifioations of 
Mr. Davie for this high jndioial position, we 
cannot retnse to aoknowledgo that he haa 
many whioh mark him as the man beet fitted 
to fill ib if the ohoioe of an appointee is to 
be cooQued to residents of British Colnmbia. 
Uf good natural abilities, with an eminently 
judloial mind, of immense industry and per- 
severance, and capable of great con- 
clnunuB application upon any subject, 
Mr. Divio has an equipment which must 
lead impartial observora to anticipate a 
most Bucacssful and brilliant judicial 
career for him should his llfo bo spared. 
Comparatively a youug man, he has the 
physical atreugth ao oeeential in a judgo for 
the proper and aatiafaotory performance of 
his duties in heated courts and in trials long 
drawn out. Mr. Davio has before him op- 
portunities which we beliovo ho has the 
sagacity to perceivoand the ambition to ful- 
fil. The duties whioh devolve upon tho 
most induBtrioua and palnstakiog member 
of tho Supreme Court are really light when 
compared with tho work which has been 
done by Mr. D-ivio during his tenure of the 
two oflioeB (f Premier and Attorney- 
General, and he will have am- 
ple opportubity and abundant strength 
for keeping himaolf so thoroughly in 
touch with tho latest developments in tho 
law aa is necessary for the moat effiolent 
performanco of his duties, whether by the 
enuDsel at the Bar or the judge upon the 
BsDch. We cannot bub hope that in the 
new field of labor upon which ho is now en 
tering, Mr. Davie may achieve anoh augoeas 
as shall ensure him a high plaes In the roll 
of the judioiary of this Province, Inorease 
tho respect whioh is paid to the decisions of 
tho Supreme Court, and cause the time of 
his occupancy of the highest seat in that tri 
bunal to be hereafter remembered aa one of 
the brightest and most distinguished periods 
in the judicial annals not only of British 
Columbia, bub of any appelate court in the 
Dominion.

A motion being made and seconded that 
tho final tie bo played at Victoria, the preai- 
dent, Mr. Croesun (a member of tbe Nanaimo 
club), ruled that It waa not necasaary to put 
the motion, aa it was sure to be defeated, 
seeing that the saoretary and treasurer of 
tbe assoolatlon were entitled to vote, and 
stated that If necessary he would vote 
against it himself. 

la the face of such a statement there was 
nothing moro to be done but to accept any 
and all arrangements that tbe Nanaimo 
Rangers' Football Aaaoolatloa should seo fit 
to make. 

Instead of being a provincial association, 
it is simply an asaooiation run by the Na- 
naimo Rangers, and all other clubs are 
graciously permitted to pay §10 a year 
memberahlp feo and compote for the cup. 
Tho ofiioera of tho asaooiation present wore : 
Mr. J. Croasan, preaident (Nanaimo Rang- 
ora) ; Mr. A. ThomBon, aocretary (Nanaimo 
Rangers) ; Mr. F. Kaglisli, troaaurer (Na- 
naimo Rangore) ; and two delegates from 
oaoh olub.

The Rate War of the 8an Francisco 
Liners Reaches a Point Nerer 
Tonebed Before. 



Five Dollars Fli-at Class to California 
— Tlie Bark " Melrose " Agrain 
in Port. 



The Pacific Coast Stoamthip Company 
got out ita axo uguio Wodncuday and cut a 
still larger allco off tho ratoa betv/eon ita 
ships and the Farallon. Superintendent 
JobnFon announced that tho rates on the 
City of PuebU, which loavea San Francisco 
on February 24 for this city, will be §10 for 
cabin panaage, $5 for stoerago and $2 per 
ton freight, and on the VValla Walla, which 
leavcB San Francisco on March 1, tho ex- 
ceptionally low rate of §5 for first-olaaa pas- 
sage, S3 for steerage and $1 per ton freight 
will bo charged. These latter ratea are by 
far tne loweab thot have ever been charged 
for either paaaengera or freight between the 
two porta. The ratea on the City of Topeka 
will be $2d for cabin and $10 for steerage to 
Junean. Still another drop, to a point far 
below the Bsro mark, is annonnoed in tho 
appended telegram of last evening from San 
Francisco, the seat of the rate war : 

" The Paoiflo Coast Steamship Company 
this morning isaued a new freight and pas- 
senger tariff, to go Into effect March 1, be- 
tween Sound ports and this oity. These are 
the figures : Cabin paaaage, SS ; aecond- 
claBB, $2 60 ; and freight $1 a ton. So far 
aa can be ascertained these are the 
lowest figures ever quoted on the Coast. 
Tho Bteamer Walla Walla will do the 
first busineea undor the new schedule. The 
rate is quoted for the benefit of Meyer and 
Aokorman, of the opposition steamer Far- 
rallon, whioh la doing a large bualneas, her 
rate being §10 for cabin and §5 for aooond 
olaaa. Tho F&rrallon left the Sound yeater- 
day with a full paaaenger list. She ia due 
to arrive Saturday, when Meyer and Aoker- 
man will cjuota a rate to meet the ^ of the 
Pacific Coaab S. S. Co." 

THE "melhose" returns. 
The bark Melrose, well known to Vio 
torlans through the number of mishapa ahe 
had while here a few montha ago, ia again 
in Etqulmalt, but under a new commander 
Capt. Kalp Itfc the vesael at San Francisco 
and Cape. Peterson now has charge. After 
reaching San Francisco with her ooal cargo, 
the Melrose had $6,000 or $7,000 expended 
npon her in rspaira, which will probably be 
completed hero. Tho veaael's bottom waa 
not however touohed but will be repaired 
probably at EEquimalt. The Melroae now 
haile from the Golden Gate city which she 
left nine days ago. She is in ballast and 
has come north to load lumber for Santa 
Rosalia ab Cowichan on acconnb of Meaars 
Robt. Ward S; Co. On her voyage here ahe 
experienced one fiaroo tempest from the 
iouthweat, oS Cape Mandooino. On Friday 
laab Alexander Lnnguisb, a sailor, died very 
•uddenly, and was buried ab sea. At 7:30 
o'clock the previous evening he had a aevore 
hemorrhage of the lunga, and the eecond 
attack at 3 o'olook next morning ended hia 
life. The deceased waa a Ruaaian Finn 
about 43 yean of age, and haa a slater ilv< 
log In San Franciaoo, to whom Capt. Peter 
aon conveyed the sad intelligence of the 
death yesterday.

Feasibly dancing and inatruotiona In the use 
of timbrela and tambourine will bo asked for 
next ; alchough the truateea, or one or moro '| 
of them, said with regord to physical 
training that pnblio schools wore 
not intended to teach children how to play. 
Had he suld It was time to teach children 
how to work his ubtoranoe would have been 
to tho purpose. Where is the public school 
education to otop? How soon will aome of 
ita Bupoilluitieo bo loppod offandothera 
more useful tnko their ploce ? Public schools 
coat the city an ininioniiu amount of money 
ancuilly, und yet it is asked to InoreasB tho 
eipandiiuro and to perform parental duties. 

Logically at this rate tho city will soon 
have to clotlio and feed tho children and to 
house them alBO— tho aldermen boiog tho 
oUy fathers. Have thoy ony idea of the in- 
tention of education ! Is it for useful or 
ornamental purposes ? Ia it to enable chil- 
dren to learn how to gob a living by ordin- 
ary industry or to fit them, aa uaelesa domoa- 
tlo ornamenta, for tho stage or various con- 
cert rehearsals, and so forth, of operas, etc.? 
Bat what about tho proposed achool instruo- 
tlou in vocal music? In one or more church 
buildings in tho olty profeaaional vocaliats — 
pious, of couree — are employed and paid in 
order bo make the churches attractive and ao 
obtain a large congregation, who drop their 
dlmea into tho plate and their religion Into 
their hata. This oporatio Borvlce la aaid to 
pay very well and from a buaineas 
point of view there Is aething to 
be said against It. It, however, 
liappens that there are other 
chtiroheB with smaller or poorer or Icaa en- 
terprising congregations who cannot afford 
this first class performance and so they are 
placed at a disadvantage and their number 
ia likely to diminiab, for sermons— very 
droway things generally — will nob bring 
griet'to tho mill. 

C jagregational singing nowadays ia not 
of a very active or atlraotlva character. 
Why nob then teach vocal music In the 
aohoola, to supply young alngera to those 
poor and uoentorpriaing oongregationa, and 
to pub them on a more equal footing with 
ahe more luxnrlona performances of their 
rivals ? It cannot bo Intended or luppoaed 
that vooal music Ib to be more 
soughb after than sermon or prayera. 
On frequent occasions young children are 
found in the aoboolrooras of these ohurohea 
giving vocal, inatrumental entertainments, 
dressed aa queena, falriea and what nob, to 
obtain money for the support in aomo way 
or other of tho church. How nice It would 
be for tho purpoae if tho public woold teach 
the youDgatera vooal muaic to help in this 
way the churches 1 Uf course, aa a rule, 
olorgymen decry theatrical performancea, ao 
ooe must auppoae these exhibitions to be 
made in spite of their opinion, for congrega- 
tiona nowadaya occasionally "take the bit 
between their teeth." 

Again, it is found that there is a sorb of 
furore among amateurs to perform or sing 
in operas, ostenBtbly for the benefit of some 
objeob (which frequently does not 
get anything), or to advertlaa florae 
one or more alngera. Educate the 
young in vooal mnsio in the pnblio ichools. 
and then there will be a multitude of vocal- 
iats ready for the stage, and Victoria may 
rival as well In beauty aa talent the Italian 
Opera honae, of London— England, of 
courae ! It will then be an easy matter to 
add the ballet, with peculiar short dresaes, 
attitudes, paint, tinsel, and so forth. 

Ib oannot be supposod that the ministerial 
aaaociation aim at these performances, but 
they will oome if the pnblio money Is to be 
spent in teaching vocal muaic In the public 
schools. 

Tho public having to pay tor the Instruc- 
tion, will be entitled to the amusement— as 
also to the evils that may ensue. Put young 
people on tho stage, no matter whether it 
bo for a performance at a Sunday school 
room or in a theatre, and then after having 
trtsted popular applauao and seen thomaolves 
in fancy costumos and personages it will be 
found that they will hanker after more — not 
in churchoB or religious exercises— but else- 
where. Ia this doBirabloV May not tho, 
of courae, all wiao ministerial aasooiation, 
by aiming at one object, find thoy have 
mlaaed it and led the young into another 
path altogoihor '.' 

Anyhow let it be asked, if the ohildren 
h'lvo not sulTiolont to loarn at the public 
■obool ? Would It not be better to fill up 
the time with some useful domoatio inatruo- 
tion rather than vooallzition ? How long, 
patient, poor citizens, will you continue to 
allow these sohool oharECs to be iccreaeo ? 
Howmany more ornamental subjects will you 
bo inclined to pay for ? Ask again the ob- 
jeob the sohool trnateea have In view. Ia the 
objeob to enable a acbolar to get a living by 
the ornamental ortbeuaefnl! What next 
will come ? How muob iobbyiam at the 
hall 1 H.

Addresses by Messrs. Cannlneham and 
Eipp on Pests and Their 
Sestmction. 



Lanoley, Feb. 21.— (Special) -A meeting 
to be addreased by membera of the board of 
hortionltnre had been called at Langlcy 
town ball for Monday afternoon, bat owing 
to delay of trains it< was poatponed nntil 
Taeaday, when the meeting waa addreued by 
Metars. Kipp, Canatnghaai and Palmer. 
Mr, J. M. Jobnitobe was called to the 
ohalr, and after a lew latroduotory remarks 
called apon 

Mr. Kippi who apologized for not appear- 
ing in this portion of the distrlob sooner, and 
explained that be had been detained in Van- 
couver and Now Westminster looking after 
imported fruit and nursery stock, especial- 
ly those that had been shipped through by 
Brown Bros. If wo did not look to our 
fruit treog we should bo baok to the river 
and dip nets yot. Ho once favored 
hop-raiaing, bHb on uooount of the 
fluctuating prices thoaght It best 
to be left alone. He very strongly advo 
cttted oo-oporaticn on the pirb of tho farm 
era in the purchaBS of thoir aproying appara- 
tus and iagredientfl, oiplaining tiow the 
spraying should be done and tho mixtures 
boat to uao. Wo must Icarn'to work upon 
Boientifio prlnoiplea, which would result in 
tho production of a better artUlo and a more 
constant aupply. Ho did not know of a 
country where plums and cherries woro so 
proliSc, but strongly advised letting peaches 
ulone. Mr. Kipp uonoludtd by promising 
to make a tbcroigh Inapeotion of the Lang- 
ley orobarda prtiuty aoon, and remarked 
" he never miued an orchard when be foond 
it" 

Mr. Canningbam being called apon, ex- 
plained that, aa Langley bad prodooed the 
Iwat frnit on the Mainland, they bod Itfo it 
ontii the last, so that the inspeotata were 
now able to give Its people the benefit of 
their experlenoea daring ths trip. Ten 
years ago he hadexpeotod to (e« this coun- 
try very muoh ahead of what it waa to day, 
and the great qusstion that was preaented 
to hia tntnd was, " are we getting richer as 
a province?" We have, he said, large ox- 
ports of fish, coal, timber and miuerals, but 
the money for these products that should 
remain in the country is sent away for food, 
and therefore is no benefit) to British Co- 
lumbia. From thia he argued that the de- 
velopment of these induetrioa was often 
very naisleadlng on that account. Tho 
farmer who Is the greatest natural 
wealth producer, does nob benefit. 
We must develop tho agricultural and hor- 
ticultural reaouroes of our country or we 
must fail. We muet induce the govern- 
ment to foater more and more tho tilling of 
the soil if we would sucoeed. He thought 
that the excessive deposition of moiaturo 
during late years waa responaiblo for many 
ofthepesta. Wo have good soil, good oU- 
nnate, good markets, hue have a happy-go- 
lucky style of procedure that will surely 
bring diaaater. He deprecated the spend- 
ing of large eums by government In the 
cities, as it only gave the speculator a 
chanoe, and speculators bad almost ruined 
British Columbia. He appeal to the farmers 
to assist tho board in keeping peats out ; to 
procure remedies to destroy those already 
in, and not to defeat their own beat Inter- 
eata by oppoaing the board. 

Mr. Palmer then addreaaad the meeting 
upon " Insect pesta, dlaeases and their rem- 
edlea." He waa pleased with what ho had 
aeen in Langley, and thooght it ehould be a 
very good frnit growing couotry. The 
blaok Bpofe waa the most destrnotive diaeoae; 
bat no certain remedy had as yet been foand. 
Ha thoaght the eixoeeaiTe rainfall was largely 
the oanae of ibi and advised thorough subaoil 
drainage as a meana of helping to prevent 
It. Various preventatives have been raoom- 
mended, bat lye waa,, he tbonght, the beat. 
A good spraying outfit waa' dee'cribed and 
urged as a necesaity to aaooeEB in fruit cul- 
ture. A brass-lined cylinder, twenty to 
thirty feet of boae and an extenalon nozzel 
were mentioned as very desirable. Several 
dilToront species of pesta wero next describ- 
ed, and ths treatment found beat 
explained; for example: In woolly aphia the 
force of the spray ia a direct factor in tho 
deBtrnctivenees of the mixture. Fungus 
germs are destroyed and prevented by the 
Bourdeoux mixture, elo. Although it was 
conaiderable trouble it muat bo kept up tho 
whole eeaaon, but it would bo found to 
amply repay all the labor and expense. In- 
aeot peats are divided, ho said, into two 
olasaea — thoae which chew and thoao which 
suck the food. The ohewers may ba poiaon- 
ed, but suckers are more dli£oult to destroy. 
They bad bad great eucceaa in California in 
dealing with peata, by the introduction of 
their natural enemies or bonefi ;iul inscota. 
Among these, the greatest benefactor, waa 
th" " lady bird fly, which was pronounced 
to bj a great foe to many peata. Mr. Kipp 
oaationed farmora against planting vurioticB 
that wero unsuitable, and concluded hIa 
very interesting and able address with a few 
timoly remarks upon pruning. 

A nnmber if questions were then asked 
by tho audience wbioh Mr, Palmer answer- 
ed, and after a hearty vote of thanka the 
meeting dispersed.

The city council met early last night, 
oovuu o'clock being tho hour set. Eleotrio 
light matters occupied the sitting, a some- 
what personal little apab between Aid. Bragg 
and Aid. Macmillan making a lively end of 
an otherwiio heavy meeting. 

R. B. MoMicking, olty eleotrloian, re- 
ported that In his opinion all tho necessary 
wire is on hand to complete the four sections 
of circuits already laid oat. The oosliof 
completing them wlU oome to $950. 

The report waa laid over. 

Ai.i). HlTUFH^Y Introduced a by-law to 
amend the sewer uonnections regulation by- 
law, 1803, which bo explained was only to 
malce i few corrections. 

The by-law passed throagh committee 
and was reported. 

C. H. Stiokels made a report covering 
21 pages of foolscap on the present con- 
dition of the new eleotrio light plant and aa 
to what has been done op to the present 
date, 'When last year asked to prepare 
estimates of a new plant, he had made hie 
estimate as follows :

$11,500 ; lino shaft, $1,975 ; extra piping 
necessary by t xtension of wharf, auxiliary 
to CDndenatr, belts, extra pipe oauaed Ijy 
tho moving cf the engine four foot, and 
hoatom, $518 ; total coat of atoain plant, 
Si:!!)!).'! Tho coat of tho present building 
Wtti S'J !3!I7. It had cost §77- more to build 
the station thun was eatiiraled owing to 
oloarinc away tho rock. Tha line work will 
probably overrun tho estimate S I . ,500, tho 
(Jrccaa being Ciuaed by tho cheap grado of 
work hitherto done on the city's lines. " I 
Buppoaed when I took ohnrge of tho con- 
struction," the report roads, " that tho 
city had some lino that could bo uaed, re- 
([uiring but little repair ; so far I have 
found but two blocks thatlcould utiliiceand 

1 would not have been able to use that If it 
hf.d not come in on a loop. It was not good 
enough for the main line." Mr. Stiokels 
further saya tiiat as ho could find no record 
as to the pole lines he had groat difficulty in 
tracing tho city's wires, " Aa a rosuib if 
any one set up a olaim to a city pole, the 
city could not prove its ownership unices it 
oonid bring forward the men who bad put 
it up." The lamp drops are put on in tho 
cheapest manner, loading wires are aooared 
to a common porcelain knob and In many 
places the leakage is so great that the isola- 
tion has been burned off tbe wire. Nearly 
a third of the lights are out in 
wet weather aa they are short oir- 
Quted. He finds other faults which 
be aays oould have been guarded against, 
Buoh as broken insulators, and the line ia 
mixed up with every other system in the 
city. All tbe old line had to be torn out 
and new constraotion pat in. Returning to 
the estlmatea the report states that while 
the ooit of site and improvements aa esti- 
mated at $5,900, tho oounoll decided to pur- 
chase a site costing 512,. 100, or with extras 
§13,245, or $7,2-45 over tho eitimatea. It 
had been tbe intention of the committee to 
so manage the funds as to hare enough left 
over to pay the difTerence in exchange be- 
tween the two old Ball dynamos and throe 
new Wood GO light dynamos and lamps. 
This would have given .'iOO lamps c*pacity 
against 235 the capacity of the old plant and 
two new dynamos. This would have 
been a gain of 65 lights and would have 
given only one system to operate instead of 
two aa at present, and besides, all the clr- 
onita would have been interchangeable. Ho 
quoted Prof. S. P. Thompson, tho English 
eleotrloian, to show that the Ball system 
was Inferior t? tbe wood. 

Theoosiof operating the plabt lafet year 
is given as $97.45 per annum per lamp run- 
ning five and a quarter hoars per day, while 
the new system this year is estimated to 
coat $G9 76 per annum per lamp running ten 
hours per day, plus Interest) and einking 
fund, which ,vould not inoreaeo the annual 
cost over $10 per lamp. The depreciation of 
tho plant for tho next five yo&rs would not 
bo more than 1 per cent, the polo line 
not more than 5 per cent, per annum for 
6vo years or for ten years, on plant, 1 j per 
cent., and on lino, 8 per cent, A recom- 
mendation on tho ground of economy ia 
made to purchnao all supplies for tho year 
on one tender. The report says no ayatcm 
haa boon hitherto followed in handling sup 
plies, whioh haa resulted in unnooessary 
wasto and destruction of property, and 
auggeations are made to remedy this de- 
fect. It is recommended to provide two 
horses, to enable the lamp trlmmera to make 
their rouuda oxpnditiously. Private cor- 
porationa using city poles should, it is said, 
bo compelled to put up crosa arma on 
which to string wirea. This would go far 
towards atraightoning out the wire tangle. 
Mr. Stiokels oloaea his report by advising 
tho city to take up tho riimstion cf houae 
wiring, as fully 75 per cent, of tho wiring in 
tho city is leaky. Private wires ought to bo 
under proper inspection. 

Tho report was laid on tho tablo. 

C H. Stiokels wrote that when ho made 
his estimate that $3,100 would finish the 
eleotrio light work he thought money had 
been provided for the line shafting and 
architect's fees. As that was not the case 
that amount would have to be added. 
Filed. « 

D, Cartmel reported that he found the 
now electrlo line abaft to be a bar of rolled 
stool of inferior manufaoture. It ia in some 
places pitted, and in others laminated, in 
ono place oepocially near the end, and under 
tho outaido bearing it is Bo llaky that it can- 
not bo used without being turned smaller or 
having a now pieco dovetailed in. As tho 
specilication merely mentions " steel " with- 
out any dolinltion of ita ijuality, ho would 
rooomiiiond ita aocoptanoo on tho condition 
that tho shaft bo turned down tho length of 
tho bearing to remove the defootivo 
part, and a now hearing bo oupplicd. 
Thialaatthc ertronio outer end. IIu ro- 
oomrnondnd iho aubatitutiun of concroto for 
timber pedostala for aupporting tho shaft. 
Mr. Cartmol pointed out tho desirability, if 
possible, of the William Hamilton Co. being 
permitted to tender for putting up tho line 
shafting and for tho oonorete work. 

Ai.i). Mac.miu.an moved the adoption of 
tho report, except tho recommendation re- 
ferring to putting up tho lino shafting. 

Aid. Partridge and Wilson spoke against 
receiving tho shaft if it waa imporfeot. 

Ai-i). Gami'.iion did not bellovo in taking 
an Imporfoob articlo, but perhaps a reduc- 
tion oould bo got from Hinton & Penney, 

Ald. Maomili.an' explained that very few 
ahafta wore porfaot, and the proaent one 
seemed by Mr. Cartmel'a report to be ler- { 



vioeable. Ho moved, seconded by Aid, 
Hall, that tho report ho adopted, and that 
Hinton & Penney be rrquired cither to put 
tho shafo in good wotkiug condition or to 
supply a new one. The motion was carried 
and the comn>ittoo empowered to oallfornew, 
tenders for putting up tbe liDe'sbamng and 
the coDcreto pedestals. 

Ald. BiiACio on a question of privilege 
took exocptioD to Aid. Maomillan's remarks 
at hat meeting that be (Aid, Bragg) favored 
the report to nlvo the work for the line 
shafting to the William Hamilton Com- 
pany. 

Some worda passed botwoon the alder- 
men, Aid, Mftomillan stating emphatically 
that Aid, Bragg had voted for the report to 
give tho work to the William Hamilton 
Comnany.

CASE FOE THE CORONER. 



Mysterious IiiciilcutH of a Trajfedy 
Whlcli Euditl tlio Life of 
Gavin Audrewa. 

He \hu\ Received Distiirbiiig: News, 
Which Way Have Provoked 
His is'uicide, 

The body of Gavin Andrews, a black- 
amitli formerly employed at the Albion Iron 

Works and nioro recently a corporation 
workman, is lying this morning at the city 
morgue, a hideous gaah in the throat pro- 
claiming the manner of his death, which oo- 
ourrod yesterday at 89 Chatham street. To- 
day the Coroner will hold an inquest to de- 
termine how the unfortunate man came to 
his untimely end, the circumstances of the 
ease pointing to suicide. 

Andrews had for some five years past been 
a resident of Viotoria, a zsalons and Indus 
triouB employo and a man enjoying the 
eateem cf numerous friends. His wife on 
bis coming West remained in their 
old home in Winnipeg, and he 
waa in receipt of frecjuent letters 
from her, all of which he faithfully trea- 
sured—and many of whioh are now in the 
poasoeaion of the authorities. L*ttorly ho 
had boon boarding with Mr. Charles 
Pardee, gunsmith, at 89 Chatham street, 
who thinks ho heard him walking about his 
room at on early hour yesterday morning. 
Ho did not loavo his room during the day, 
and no sound coming from behind Ihe looked 
door, Mr. Pardoo became alarmed and in- 
formed the police in the evening that he 
feared eomething was amiss with his lodger, 

OlEcors Redgrave and Kavanagh aoooin 
paniod Mr. Pardoo homo, and the former 
bursting in tho door, found Andrews' body 
lying in a pool of blood, a razor near the 
right hand and a single gash across the 
thrott, from loft to right, telling tho story 

Searching tho room tho eyes of the officers 
fell first on three notes, eaoh seeming to 
point to a solution of tho mystery, bub none 
of tho three in reality throwing mnch light 
upon it, One was written on tbe back of an 
ordinary oommeroial envelope, tba penman 
ship being evidently that of a woman, and 
read as foUowa : 

Ootober 92nd, 1891^ 
Gavin, remember your promise to drink -no 
more. God helping you If you keep Faith with 
Him. 

There was no signature, while added were 

tho bracketed words : 

"(Make an effort to be a man)." 

The other two communicatioaa were in the 
handwriting, it is auppoaed, of the deoeaaed. 
Indited in a firm hand on ordinary note 
paper and to this effect : 

HaK-paaL 9 o'clock, February Iflth, 1895 
Itffor tho (list time In my Hio haa struck mo 
what I was being looked atUfr so much for. 

February 19, 1895 
Just IrnK an hour ago for tho llrat limo in my 
life did I know tlint I had nnynionoy except 
wtiatwas in my pockol. stick to it. 

Tho infereacQ contained in tho first " lot 
tor" that Andrews waa a drinking man in 
the ordinary acceptation cf tho term ia con 
tradiotod by tho police and by his aaiooi 
atea, who also diaclaim any knowledge of 
hio having been " looked after " — if by that 
aurvelllanoo is meant. Taking tho two mea- 
sages on note paper into consideration 
jointly it would be a natural ioferonce that 
Andrews on Tuesday of this week became 
possessed of tho information that fortune 
had smiled on him and that others were 
dcairoua of robbing bim of his posseaaions. 
Strange to say, Mr. Pardee heard nothing 
from bim of the discovery whioh he ao mys' 
teriously refers to. 

Tho messago on the envelope la in a hand- 
writing din°ering from that 01 all the numer- 
ous letters found in the room of the deceased 
and differing very much from that of Mra. 
Andrews, who is believed to be still in Win 
peg. Andrews informed Mr. Psrdoe a few 
days ago that be had expected bis wife to 
join him hero, but that she had refused to 
oome. More recently- only a day or ao 
a^o — ho camo homo in a atato of groat agita 
tion, Baying thut ho expected to find that 
she had arrived and was waiting for him at 
his lodginga. Why ho oxpootod this ho did 
not explain. Finding that Mrs. Andrews 
had nob arrived, ho became despondent and 
was still very dejected when laat aeon. 

It is (|uito posaiblo that tho dotormination 
to end his lifo came to Andrews and was 
acted upon whilo in thia melancholy mood 
The letters loft by tho deceased, and which 
were found on tho top of hii. trunk, are 
tho only plecoa of evidence yet in hand dia 
couraging tho theory of suicide, whilo tho 
position of tho body and other links in the 
chain plainly indicate self destruction. 

Novortholesa the polioe will, no doubt, 
look carefully into tho oa«o, loarn the 
nature of tho information Audrewa ro- 
ceivod last Tuesday — if any — and endeavor 
to dieoovor what oould have Induced An- 
drews to indite the notes in his handwriting 
—if it is his writing. 

Incendiarism In Colon, 

Panama, Feb. 21.— The Star and Herald 
correspondent in Colon saya that three at- 
tempts to burn buildioga were made on 
Tuesday morning. All were frustrated be 
fore tho firo got well started. Repeated 
efforts to burn tho town were made a month 
ogo and the poople of Colon are greatly ex 
oitod over tho porsistonoy of the inoen 
diarica.

THE YUKOiV COUxN'TJiY. 

Uovement to Supply a U. S. .Mall Uouto to 
the Mlninc Cainiis. 

Skattlk, Fob. 'Jl. — Potitiona are being 
oirculatcd in Alaska asking the govornniout 
to establish a mall route from the coast over 
tbe usual line to the mining oampa of the 
Yukon country. It is proposed to ask the 
business men of Seattle to Indorse tho peti- 
tion, whioh is aa as follows ; 

" To tho Honorable the Postmaster Oen- 
eral, Washlegton City : Sir — We, tbe 
businesB men of Seattle, Wash., reapeoifully 
represent that there are at present several 
liuntirou men in the interior of Alaska, on- 
giii;od in gold placer mining, mainly scat- 
tered along tbo Yukon rivor and ita tribu- 
taries. 

" Moat of them have gone there during 
tho paat year, and tho last opportunity 
^l^orded them of getting mail from tho out- 
side world was tho Ist of last September, 
and then only after travelling a distance of 
several hundred miles vio Behring Soa. The 
first opportunity for receiving mail will bo 
about tho lat oi July next. 

" We roapeotfuUy aubmit that, in tlieir 
iaolated oonditlon, deprived of even tho 
comforts of life, contending with many 
months cf a dreary Arctic winter, cut oil 
from every aommunlcation with loved onea 
.kt home, tbe general government should ex- 
tend every reasonable opportunity for con- 
veying mail to them a,s often aa praotioablo. 

" We farther represent that there aro at 
present in Jnneuu 600 or more men waiting 
for tbe seaaoii to open snffioiently to enable 
them to make the journey Into the interior, 
and ovory indication points to a much larger 
omigratton as the season advances. 

" Wo therefore respectfully petition that 
a monthly mail, for at least six months in 
tho year, be at once established from Juneau 
orChllkat, Alaska, to Forty-Mile Creek, on 
the Y'^ukon river, said mail to bo carried over 
tho uaual and moat praotioal route between 
tho two points named above. And wo will 
over pray, etc."
